Due to RBig Sirike,

The general opinlon among live stock
men In that the strike of the packing
house employes last summer, whiah lasted
for about nine weeks, durlng which time
nil the markets of the country were In A
demoralized condition, [ responsibis for a
large part of this deérsnse Consumption
of ments Auring that pericd was of courss
restricted to guite an extent and that had
a depreasing effect upon pricer after the
resumpilon of business Western ranch-
men, &% o result, held back as many cattle
as they possibly could In the hope that
another season would see better prices

Owing to the shrinknge in the receipts
of stock, and also to the somewhat lowar
level of prices for many kinds of stock, the
farmers and ranchmen of the eguntry
have not recelved am much money for their
lilve stock a# In some former years. This
decrease, while hard to computs accur-
ately, would undoubtedly run Into the mil-
llone. In comparing prices with 18 it Is
found that cholee native beel stesrs have
averaged a trifle higher, but this ndvantage
has been more than offset by the fact that
the tondency. eapecinlly since the atrike,
ha®s besn to sell off the common stuff and
hold hack the better hired cattle. That was
particularly notlceable in the recelpts of
western cattle, ranchmen apparently figur-
Ing that It would not pay them to carry
over thelr common ecattle, but that they
could afford to hold back those of betler
breeding

In hogw the average price for 184 runs
between 75 cents and .00 per hundred
lower than In 19008 Tlls decrease s of
course parily offeet by an Ilpcrease in the
receipta, Sheep and lambs have averuged
a trifle higher than durlog 196, but that ls
counteraoted by a marked decrease In re-
celpts

Cattlemen Sanffer Mowst.

But while the total valuation of the live
stock marketed during the year showed a
falllng off from 10, it Is probably true
that eattlemen alone have suffered. Thelr
lorses In many cuses have been enormous,
ond In tho cuse of western ranchmen have
brought many of them to the verge of
bankruptey. Hog growers found profit In
the business and prices on that line could
ba consldered quite satisfactory, though
not up to the level of tlie last fow years.

Bheopmen enjoyad tho greatest prosparity
of all, Not only did thelr live stock bring
very remunerative prices, but the steady
Aadvance In the price of wool has made
them big profits. In this connection It may,
it Arst thought, seem rather strange that
shesp moceipts show n decrewsa for the
year, in spite of the fourishipg rondition
of the sheep Indugtry. The* however, Is
necounted for very largely Ly the high
price of wool. * The upward tendency of
ths wool market has made shaspmen vary
bullish and they saw greater profits In
holding thelr lumbs for thelr crop of wool
in the spring than they 4id In selling them
for mutton last fall. For the same reason
muny vearlings and even S.yvear-old weth-
erg and ewes were carried over slmply for
thelr wool, It Is reported that great quan-

titles of wool have besn contracted for
next spring at 20 cents and 2 cents, and

somo are so bulllsh as to think the up-
wiird trend of the market will not be
stopped before the 30-cent mark Is renched

Recorda for the Year,

From & study of the tables givan below,
showing the recelpts, slhdpments, etc, at
South Omaha for the year 1#M, with com-
parisons with former years, it will be sean
that while 1004 was not a banner year, a
few records were nevertheless broken. On
Beplember 3% the receipts of sheep were

the largest In t history of the yards,
amounting to 35,137 head. For the week
ending September 30, receipts of sheep

amounted to 118,079, which wis the lurgest
number ever received during one week.
The recelpts of horees and mules on
Beplember 12 were 3407, & new record for a
slngle duy's arrivals. The recelpts of hogs
ftor the year 194 show an Increase over
1908 of about @8.080 head, but that = not
up to the banner yeiar of 1904, when 2,414,062
head were reculved.

Bouth UOmaha now ranks fourth In cat-
tie, the order being, Chicago, Kansas Clty,
Bt. Louls and Bouth Omaha. ln hogs und
sheep South Omuha takes gecond place,
belng exceeded only by Chlicago.

FEDERAL COURT EXPENSE

Marshal's Foree Unusually Busy Dur-

tng Sommer and Jndges Cor-
respondingly Actlve,

The work of the office of the United
Btates marabnl for the Nebraska district
during the yeur 194 ls the hewviest In its
history. This Ia especially true of the
quarter snding Seplember 30, In regard to
the amount of work and smobunt of
money collected. Much of the increase s
dus to the litigation growing oul the
packing house strike during the sumine:
which began July 12, and was followed by
the injunction of July 20, Issued by Judge
Mungoer agalnst L,000 or more sirikers from
interfering with the strike bredakers in any
way, This injunotion necessitated the serv-
g of a large number of warrants and
other processes. Frior to April 1 one of
the deputy marghils received his compens
sutlon In fees, but after that date all dep-
uty marshals were pald their salaries direct
from Washington; us o consequence there
nre now no fea officiuls connected with the
marshnl's oMce, The carnings of the office
are in excess of all exponses for which the
uMoe is directly responsible,

An official connecied with the Depart-
